Meeting  convened  at  10:00  A.M. 

Prayer  by  Vice  President  Faherty. 

MMS  to  accept  minutes  of  last  Executive  Council  Meeting.   Passed  unanimously. 

MMS  to  accept  minutes  of  past  month's  Executive  Council  meeting.   Passed 
unanimously. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

President  Osborn  explained  the  Greyhound  Bus  Lines  situation,  the  activities  with 
the  strike,  and  the  fact  that  two  members  of  the  Council  were  involved  in  the 
picketing  and  were  detained.  For  this  reason,  they  were  not  at  this  meeting. 
They  were  Vice  Presidents  Bozzotto  and  Corbett.   Support  for  the  strikers  was 
emphasized  . 

MMS  to  pass  a  resolution  to  give  support  to  the  drivers  of  the  Greyhound  Bus  Lines 
in  their  strike  and  to  give  whatever  help  they  request  of  the  Council.   Passed 
unanimously. 

Much  discussion  followed  on  this  Greyhound  situation. 

Pres.  Osborn  introduce  Earl  Bengston,  who  has  recently  been  laid  off  by  the 
Appalachian  Council,  as  a  result  of  Reaganomics.   Earl  explained  the  situation 
which  led  up  to  the  layoff  and  thanked  the  Council  for  all  their  support. 

Pres.  Osborn  briefed  the  Council  on  some  of  his  appearances  over  the  past  month, 
namely: 

-  Mass.  Building  Trades  Convention 

-  Machinists  Conference  on  the  Cape 

-  JTPA  Conference  -  attendance  was  not  good  at  this 

-  New  England  Workers  Comp.  Conference  -  Pres.  Osborn  attended 

with  Vice  Pres.  Farmer  -  put  on  by  Department  of  Labor  - 

trying  to  address  the  problem  of  the  delays  in  processing 
the  claims  and  other  problems. 


Pres.  Osborn  discussed  the  Workers  Comp.  petition  and  the 
collecting  of  signatures  which  went  on.   He  thanked 
all  on  the  Council  for  their  help  in  getting  the 
signatures 

Discussion  regarding  the  plans  to  formulate  a  Workers 
Comp.  Commission  followed. 

MMS  to  support  the  formation  of  a  Workers  Compensation  Commission  and  to  cease  our 
activity  of  collecting  signatures  because  of  a  successful  campaign,  which  resulted 
in  the  establishment  of  the  Commission,  and  to  support  the  efforts  of  the  labor 
people  on  the  Commission.   Passed  unanimously. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  he  attended  the  Northeast  Council  Conference  in 
Philadelphia  and  was  made  aware  that  other  states  are  having  much  the  same 
problems  as  Massachusetts,  for  example,  loss  of  union  membership  in  the  state  of 
Vermont.   Activity  in  R.I.  where  ther  will  be  an  increase  in  taxes  to  fund  a 
project  known  as  "Greenhouse"  where  jobs  will  be  created  and  exports  will  then  be 
increased.   The  Northeast  Council  provides  an  exchange  of  information  among  the 
various  states. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  National  AFL-CIO  has  received  word  from  the  Red  Cross 
that  they  are  looking  for  possible  disaster  centers  along  the  coast  and  for  all  to 
be  alerted  that  they  may  be  contacted  if  their  union  halls  are  located  near  the 
shore. 

Pres.  Osborn  shared  a  communication  from  Ted  Kennedy  where  he  advised  that  he  is 
trying  to  stop  corporate  people  from  using  Chapter  11  to  circumvent  labor's 
problems.   Feels  we  should  send  a  letter  to  tell  him  we  will  support  his 
legislation. 

Building  Trades  communication  from  Thomas  Evers  advising  that  the  Mass.  Building 
Trades  Executive  Board  recommended  the  following  names  to  replace  Brother  Dick 
Croteau  on  the  Energy  Facilities  Siting  Council.   They  are:  Elwood  Robertshaw, 
Jr.,  IBEW  437,  Thomas  Evers,  Jr.,  Charles  Spillane,  Paul  Gibson,  and  John  F.  X. 
. Davoren. 

MMS  to  support  the  above.   Passed  unanimously. 

Mention  made  of  Union  Label  boycott  of  Equitable  Life  Insurance  Company.   Please 
boycott. 

Pres.  Osborn  brought  up  plans  for  Gompers  Murray  Meany  Seminar  and  advised  that 
there  will  be  a  new  location  this  year  due  to  a  problem  at  the  Sea  Crest  where 
they  are  using  non-union  electrical  help. 

MMS  to  support  this  action  and  inform  the  affiliates.   Passed  unanimously. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  he  was  contacted  by  Nancy  Snyder  of  9  to  5  organization  to 
give  his  comments  on  a  piece  of  legislation  they  are  sponsoring  on  unjust  firing. 
Pres.  Osborn  does  not  think  we  should  get  involved  since  it  would  guarantee  rights 
to  unorganized  people  above  and  beyond  what  most  union  members  get. 


Vice  Pres.  Alman  asked   "who  approached  9  to  5? '   Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  it  was 
Steve  Early  and  this  legislation  is  filed  for  next  session.  We  are  in  opposition. 

Pres.  Osborn  raised  the  subject  of  the  Mondale  candidacy  and  much  discussion 
followed  regarding  union  plans  to  support  his  election  —  home  parties  which  are 
planned,  etc. 

Sec.  Treas.  Emeritus  Loughlin  offered  his  home  for  a  Mondale  party. 

Vice  Pres.  Winslow  stated  that  he  thought  Mondale  should  insure  prominent 
positions  as  delegates  to  the  National  Convention. 

Pres.  Osborn  introduced  Frank  Meyers,  Nello  Ricardi  and  Dick  Whitney  to  talk  about 
the  Mondale  campaign. 

MMS  to  approve  the  appointment  of  David  Lima,  Bill  Irvin  and  Phil  Kerr  to  Workers 
Comp.  Commission.   Passed  unanimously. 

Vice  Pres.  Post  brought  up  the  Social  Security  situation  which  should  be  of 
concern  to  all.   The  Norfolk  C.L.C.  will  send  out  information  on  this  shortly. 
Pres.  Osborn  received  the  data  from  Vice  Pres.  Post  and  will  act  on  it  at  the  next 
Executive  Officers  meeting.   Information  will  be  sent  out  to  all  the  Vice 
Presidents. 

SECRETARY-TREASURERS  REPORT 

Sec. -Treas.  Carpenter  noted  that  under  "General  Fund  Expenses"  Item  7  -  Printing  - 
this  belongs  under  "Convention." 

Under  Item  14  -  Convention  -  the  $12,257  figure. is  only  a  part  of  the  total 
expenses  -  expenses  before  we  went  into  the  Convention.   Sec. -Treas.  Carpenter 
went  over  in  detail  the  breakdown  of  expenses. 

Membership  report  noted  -  Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  the  membership  is 
based  on  average  of  179,000  -  this  is  not  correct.   Next  month  it  will  show  about 
260,000  -  Council  collects  their  money  and  they  do  not  pay  us  until  they  get  it. 

Ups  and  Downs  Report  shows  a  decrease  of  3,879  -  this  is  not  correct: 

For  example,  Local  201  -  their  figure  is  not  true  reflection  because  of  vacations 

-  members  not  reported  . 

Sec. -Treas.  Carpenter  welcomed  back  SEIU  495  who  have  paid  up  all  their  dues  for 
800  members  -  this  will  soon  be  up  to  1600  members. 

Sec. -Treas.  Carpenter  reported  on  the  progress  of  the  ad  book  which  is  excellent 
thus  far.  He  advised  that  we  are  shooting  for  $50,000  and  it  looks  as  though  we 
will  make  it.   Urged  support  of  all  the  Vice  Presidents  and  asked  them  to  approach 
their  employers.   If  each  of  750  affiliates  took  a  $35.00  ad,  it  would  ensure 
success.  Advised  that  John  Barron  and  Jim  Tiernan  are  coordinating  this  effort 
and  will  answer  any  questions. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  the  MBTA  Pension  Fund  Corp.  with  the  help  of 
Vice  Presidents  Corbett  and  Irvin  and  Jack  Gallahue,  has  taken  out  $2,000  in  ads, 


which  is  very  encouraging. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  updated  the  Council  on  his  efforts  in  acquiring  the  new 
Horizon  Phone  System.   Final  cost  of  system  $11,800. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  outlined  the  progress  on  the  Commission  on  Mature 
Industries.   Last  hearing  at  Harvard  University  with  Ira  Magaziner  speaking. 
Advised  that  three  sub-committees  have  been  formed: 

Trends  Committee  -  to  determine  the  type  of  training  needed 

for  the  Dislocated  Workers 

Business  Assistance  -  what  business  needs  to  stay  here  in 

Massachusetts 

Worker  and  Community  Assistance  Committee  -  Sec.  Treas. 
Carpenter  said  a  high  tech  person  agreed  to  two-months 
notification.  This  is  not  enough.   Plans  afoot  to 
lobby  other  people  on  the  Commission. 

The  Secretary  of  Labor  wants  the  bottom  line.   Rumor  has  it  that  another  secretary 
in  the  State  wants  to  circumvent  this  and  wants  to  separate  the  plant  closing 
section  of  this  package  and  bring  it  to  the  legislature  this  year,  without  the 
pre-notif ication. 

Sec. -Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  the  Governor  has  given  his  word  for  plant 
closing  legislation  this  year.   The  Secretary-Treasurer  suggests  that  we  have 
guidelines  for  plant  closings: 

Precluding  from  notification  employers  with 
less  than  50  employees. 

50  -  500  employees  -  90  days  notification 

500  -  1,000  employees  -  6  months  notification 

1,000  -  5,000  employees  -  9  months  notification 

5,000  and  up  -  1  year  notification 

Laid  off  employees  should  be  covered  for  hospitalization  for  one  year  from  layoff. 
Fund  should  be  set  up  for  employees. 

Retraining  sections  put  in  for  these  people. 

Much  discussion  followed  about  retraining,  funds  for  retraining,  availability  of 
jobs  after  the  retraining,  a  network  hotline  where  people  can  call  to  report 
rumors,  etc.  of  a  plant  closing,  retraining  programs  through  the  State  covering 
this  area,  plant  buyouts,  etc. 

Sec. -Treas.  Carpenter  asked  the  Council  to  consider  the  feasibility  of  either 
purchasing  or  leasing  vehicles  for  the  President  and  Secretary-Treasurer  instead 
of  paying  out  mileage.   Since  money  is  now  available,  it  would  not  be  disadvantageous 
from  a  financial  standpoint  to  do  this. 


Vice  President  Alman  made  a  motion  that  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  cease  the  practice  of 
paying  mileage  to  the  President  and  Sec. -Treasurer  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  and  the 
Sec.-Treas.  be  instructed  to  arrange  for  either  the  purchase  or  lease  of 
automobiles  for  their  use  and  to  provide  them  with  gas  credit  cards.  Passed 
unanimously. 

JIMS  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report.   Passed  unanimously. 

Vice  Pres.  Irvin  was  recognized  and  gave  his  compliments  to  Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter 
for  all  his  hard  work  and  for  doing  a  great  job. 

COPE  &  LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Director  Foley  reported  the  following  activity  over  the  past  month: 

-  The  Right  to  Know  bill  has  been  signed  and  should  be  in  effect 
in  six  months.  He  feels  it  is  one  of  the  best  bills  in  the 
country. 

-  Polling  Hours  Bill  -  Now  passed  and  on  the  Governor's  desk;  he 
should  sign  it  in  the  next  week. 

Director  Foley  explained  this  bill  and  the  problems  encountered 
in  getting  it  through. 

-  Legislation  now  being  worked  on  to  get  an  official  Labor 
on  the  Board  of  Regents.  This  looks  hopeful. 

Director  Foley  reported  that  over  the  past  year  we  have  had  5  bills  signed .  We 
have  filed  27  pieces  of  legislation  for  next  year. 

Director  Foley  advised  that  next  year  there  will  be  four  major  bills: 

1.  Workers  Comp.   The  Director  explained  the  problems 
involved  in  this  bill. 

2.  Plant  Closing  -  should  be  something  out  on  this  next  year. 

3.  VDT's  -  With  the  help  of  Joe  Faherty,  we  should  have  something 
out  on  this  next  session. 

4.  Polling  and  Registering  Voters  -  The  Director  explained  plans 
in  the  future  to  go  into  the  colleges  and  work  places  to 
register  voters. 

Director  Foley  advised  the  Council  that  he  had  recently  met  with  the  Mondale 
people  and  they  want  union  people  involved  in  their  organizational  drive. 

MMS  to  accept  the  COPE  and  Legislative  Report.  Passed  unanimously. 

Vice  President  Mills  requested  that  a  one-page  fact  sheet  be  made  up  to  explain  to 

people  the  problems  with  the  Workers  Comp.  system.  Pres.  Osborn  advised 

that  we  have  such  a  fact  summary  but  it  is  slightly  longer  than  one  sheet.   Said 
he  would  look  into  this  further. 

At  this  time,  Pres.  Osborn  introduced  Giro  Cardinal  who  gave  a  report  on  Union 
Label,  including  a  financial  report. 
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Pres .  Osborn  advised  that  under  the  constituion,  a  written  report  is  required. 
Mr.  Cardinal  stated  that  he  had  one  and  would  submit  same. 

Mr.  Cardinal  reported  that  due  to  various  complaints  about  the  Union  Label  drawing 
at  the  convention,  plans  are  underway  to  set  up  rules  for  next  year's  drawing. 

MMS  to  accept  the  report  of  Giro  Cardinal,  Secretary  Treasurer  of  Mass.  Union 
Label.   Passed  unanimously. 

Giro  Cardinal  gave  a  brief  report  updating  the  Council  on  the  new  JPTA  program. 
Thanked  the  Vice  Presidents  for  all  their  help  and  urged  their  continued  support 
of  his  efforts. 

MMS  to  accept  the  JPTA  report  given  by  Director  Giro  Cardinal.   Passed 
unanimously. 

Pres .  Osborn  introduced  representatives  from  the  Greyhound  lines.  A  Mr.  Doherty 
addressed  the  Council  and  advised  them  of  all  the  problems  going  on  with  regard  to 
the  current  strike.   Several  Vice  Presidents  asked  questions  which  Mr.  Doherty 
answered.   Pres.  Osborn  pledged  the  support  of  the  Council  in  bringing  this  to  a 
successful  conclusion. 

Vice  Pres.  Faherty  advised  the  Council  that  he  heard  that  the  Brotherhood  of 
Utility  Workers  out  of  Rhode  Island  was  starting  a  drive  for  membership.   There 
are  about  3,000  members  in  this  local  under  the  umbrella  of  the  AFL-CIO.   If 
anyone  knows  anyone  working  in  the  N.E.  Power  Company  or  their  subsidiaries, 
please  let  us  know. 

EDUCATION  REPORT 

Pres.  Osborn  reported  that  plans  are  underway  for  the  1984  Scholarship  Program. 
There  are  now  $8,300  in  new  scholarships.   Urged  support  of  all  the  Vice 
Presidents. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  the  Harvard  Trade  Union  Program  interviews  are  scheduled 
for  Monday,  April  2.   Mailings  will  be  going  out  within  2  weeks. 

MMS  to  accept  Education  Report.   Passed  unanimously. 

MMS  to  refer  communications  to  Executive  Officers.   Passed  unanimously. 

Vice  Pres.  Mullane  asked  Pres.  Osborn  if  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  had  any  plans  to 

boycott  Budweiser  because  of  the  situation  with  the  Teamsters.  Pres.  Osborn 

advised  that  since  he  has  not  been  contacted  by  the  Teamsters,  no  action  can  be 
taken  on  the  part  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO.
